ing the Laundryman's.Case. 


WENT HOME TO VISIT YEAR AGO

It seems that it is a very difflcul 
matter for a Chinaman to make a vis! 
to bis native country, especially if h 
has been engaged it) the laundry bus! 
ness while In this country. 
The lat- 
est case of this kind of. any local inter 
est is one that is* now engaging the at- 
tention of E. J. Miller, the surveyo 
and collector «f customs of the port o 
Columbus. 
Chan Gee, the North Fifth stree 
lauuciryman, is the individual wh.o ii 
just now causing government official 
some uneasiness. Chan lived in"thi 
country 
fifteen years and man 
aged by industry and economy to lay 
up quite a sum. Finally a longing fo 
the scenes of his childhood struck 
him, and in spite of the troubles in 
Ohina. he concluded to make* visit to 
his old borne. Not long ago be ar 
rived in the harbor of San Francisco 
on a vessel from China on the return 
trip. Bight here is where he got into 
trouble and at last accounts he was 
still held a prisoner on tbe vessel. 
I 
seems that in the law regarding Chin 
esethereisa provision that no om 
engaged in the laundry, pawnbroker 
or kindred business will be allowed to 
come back into tbe country. In Chan 
Gee's case tbe whole question binges 
upon whether he was engaged in the 
laundry business at Coshocton. 
A press dispatch from Columbus 
says: 
"According to his own testimony be 
was net, but according to the test! 
mony of various people in Coshocton 
he is engaged in that business. Mr 
Miller has received a, number of affi 
davits from people in that place in re- 
gard to the case, as the matter was re 
ferred to him to'investigateand report 
to tbe S«in Francisco officials. 
"There h'ave been a number of Chi- 
namen to see Mr. Miller, all of them 
urging that Cban Gee be allowed to 
return-to Coshocton. 
The chances 
are that Chinese Minister Wu at 
Washingvon will be appealed to in tbe 
case and every effort'is being made to 
bave Gee landed. 
Mr. Miller said 
that the chances were against Gee, as 
it'looked very much as though he was 
engaged in the laundry business ac- 
cording to tbe testimony of witnesses 
taken from Coshocton.

"Chan Gee himself claims to be in 
tbe tea business and he states that 
has about 92,500 invested in the busi- 
ness at Coshocton. He says that bis 
partner's name is Chin Dip, but the 
atter cannot be located. 
"The case is arousing much interest 
and will be watched carefully by Chi- 
namen all over tbe country, as it is a 
test casef The papeis in the matter 
will be forwarded by'Mr. Miller to the 
San Francisco people in a day or two, 
and it is likely that the secretary of- 
the treasury will have to finally de- 
cide the case:" 
The Chinaman in .charge of the 
aundry onxNorth Fifth street said to 
an AGE reporter that the business is 
Still in Chan Gee's name, but he did 
not believe the owner would ever re- 
turn to Coshocton. 
A government 


officer had been here, he said, and had 
questioned him closely about Chan's 
business affairs, and had told him he 
did not believe Chan would be allowed 
,o land at San Francisco. The 'China- 
man seemed to take it as a matter of 
course, but expressed the hope that 
"" 
would be permitted to return.

BRIDGE IN DANGER. 


Iroa trUf* Aver the Tncarawas Near 


NewcMierstava Betaf l*)«retf-~The 


FhMtf las Arrived. 


The flood Is here, but as yet no one 


will risk a prediction as to whether it 
will be a record breaker. 
The Walbondmg and Tuscarawas 
rivers rose steadily all of Tuesday and 
during the night. There wasnorapid 
Increase in the amount of water, but 
this morning the muricy flood was 
coming up at tbe rate of two Inches 
an hour. 
Water covered the Canal Lewlsvllle 
read early Tuesday and" spreading 
through th,e fields formed a vast lake, 
with here and there an island wbere 
the land chanced to be somewhat 
above tbe'surrounding level. All these 
were gone this morning and the scene 
was one wide waste of water. 
• Water reached the Boscoe road 
about 9 o'clock and it was not long 
until it -was rippling over tbe side- 
walk and finding Its way to the Mus- 
kingum througb the forks. 
The Tuscarawas is the dangerous 
stream thfe time. 
Tbe country it 
drains was covered by the phenome- 
nal fall of snow", and this snow is com- 
ing down. As it rushes and roars on 
its way to tne ocean it bears on its 
bosom vast quantities of drift. There 
is drift of all sorts, from heavy logs to 
light boughs, but as vet no damage 
has been reported from this cause. 
The Walhonding is also pouring great 
quantities of "water into the Musking- 
um. but tbe drift is lighter. 
^ 
Screams in all parts of the county 
are raging torrents ;of various sizes. 
Wills Creek Is up, and some damage 
bas been done. 
Auditor Lamberson received a tele- 
gram from Doctor Beers' at Necomers- 
towu Tuesday evening notifying him 
tbe iron bridge near the fairground 
was being .undermined and stone was 
falling from the abutment. 
Wires 
being down the auditor could not 
reach the commissioners in the usual 
way, 
but a messenger was sent to 
commissioner Funk at Warsaw.1 He 
lost no time In driving to the scene of 
the trouble. The extent of the dam- 
age Is not known. 
At 2 o'clock this afternoon tbe wa- 
ter was far below the Tuscarawas 
bridge but was still rising at a more 
more rapid rate than during the 
morning. The road to Boscoe was 
tben passable but it will not be long 
until communication will be sbut off 
tf tbe rise continues. 'The Walhond- 
ing is rising several inches an bour.

This declaration, does'not make Co 
shocton a, city,- bu't paves tbe way for 
advancement as soon as-council enacts 
the necessarj legislation.One step bas 
been

proposition at the late -election. An 
ordinance will now settle the matter 
and place Coshocton wbere it belongs. 
Public sentiment is strongly in favor 
of the movement and there will be dis- 
appointment if-the "ordinance does 
not appear soon.

>he proposition under tbe provisions 
of which thev can take up land in 
Oklahoma when it Is thrown open for 
settlement.

The old soldier will have no advant- 
age over others in selecting or tilling 
upon land. He will take his chances 
with the rest in the ruslv but alter 
settling upon tbe land he will not be 
required to remain there five years 
to secure a title. He can deduct the 
:ull term of his army service from the 
ive years and can secure a deed to the 
and by residing upon it the differ- 
jnce between the length of his army 
service and the five years term. If 
ie served four years he can get a deed 
to bis land in 12 months. If he only 
served 100 days only 100, lays will be 
leducted from period of homestead- 
ng. He will pay the same rate for 
he land as anyone else.

As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Rockhill, special com- 
missioner at Peking, is acting under 
broad instructions from the state de- 
partment to do all within his power 
to restrain the unnecessary shedding 
Of blood. He is seeking to minimize' 
the puniehments and it Is not •doubted 
that he can do this with greater suc- 
cess by adhering to the councils of 
the ministers than by completely with- 
drawing himself from their meetings.

Ironton, Huntington, 
Portsmouth and other lower points 
where the crest of the flood is now 
passing, and where false reports have' 
been circulated about another rise. 
* There is a great volume ot water, 
averaging 55 feet/ from here down-^to 
Huntington, and a slight rise in the 
^ittle Kanawha and the Muskingum 
:ept the water from receding here, 
besides the loss in the manufacturing 
and wholesale -districts, many labor- 
ers are idle, and about- 1,000 people 
lave been rendered homeless in the 
Listricts surrounding 'this city. The 
great loss in the timber and tie inter- 
ests along the Little Kanawha is esti- 
mated at f250,000.

:itute. In Harvey, located near Gen- 
:ral City, not half a- dozen inhabited 
louses are left, and it is expected that 
.hese will be vacated. All the towns 
.ii this valley that are lighted by nat- 
ural gas are in darkness and without 
fuel, as t}ve natural gas main burst 
near Gallup, Ky. The damage in this 
section is estimated at over |600,000. 
At Marietta. O., about 150 families are 
lomeless. 


At Point Pleasant, W. Va., the river 


reached 53 feet. The limit has been 
about reached here. The water is all 
over the lower part of the city, over 
200 families being driven from their 
homes. The courthouse is full of col- 
ored people, fed by the city. The large 
brick and tile works have been greatly 
damaged. 


Memphis Threatened. 


Memphis, April 24.—Apprehension as 


to the outcome of the rise in the Ohio, 
the Mississippi, the Cumberland and 
the Tennessee rivers is now general 
among the people who live along the 
river between Cairo and Memphis and 
those in the country below here. In- 
formation comes from above here that 
preparations, are being made by those 
planters who have lands between the 
levees and the river to protect them- 
selves as far as possible. Their stock 
will all be gotten to places of safety. 


Railways Resume.

flyer on the Cincinnati, Hamilton anc 
Dayton road, while running at fu 
epeed, was -wrecked four miles nort 
east of this city. 
At the point where the accident oc- 


curred the river makes a great sweep- 
Ing bend, running with the tracks. On 
the river side is a precipitous bank, 
possibly 25 feet high, and on the other 
the shelf of the hill. Right in the 
depth of the curve one of the small 
truck wheels of the engine broke, 
throwing the great machine into the 
banlt, the tender switching outward 
over the river edge. The impact of 
the vestlbuled train behind, consisting 
of baggage, smoker, day coach and 
parlor car, carried the two first cars 
at a flying tangent over the river, 
•where they hung in the thin air, while! 
the coach and parlor car careened out- 
ward at a menacing angle. The en- 
gine was turned completely about, the 
pilot facing the train. Patrick Doolin 
of Lima, and his fireman, Raymond 
McElroy, also of Lima, were killed 
Instantly. Over a dozen persons were 
Injured, a few seriously. 


Freight Broke In Two. 


Cambridge, O.. April 25. — A Cincln- 


clnnati and Musklngum Valley freight 
running at a high rate of speed was 
broken-' in two at a crossing, and the 
rear end, consisting of six loaded coal 
cars and a caboose, ran down the Bal- 
timore and Ohio tracks and crashed 
into the depot. The building was com- 
pletely demolished and the wild cars 
crashed into a Baltimore and Ohio 
train standing on the track, derailing 
and smashing several cars. 
At the 


.time of the accident nine men were in 
the depot. 
Shod Johns, engineer of 


the Baltimore and Ohio train, was 
killed, and two others injured.

Cincinnati, April 25.—The flood out- 


odk in the middle Ohio valley is not 
s encouraging as expected. The pre- 
ictetl limit of 58 feet has been passed 
iere and the estimated limit at other 
lOints will be more than Has been esti- 
mated. It is also evident now that 
when the limit is reached in the mid- 
dle Ohio valley it will be stationary 
for some tinre and the fall much 
slower than was anticipated, even if 
there is no second rise. This is at- 
tributed to rising waters In the Big 
Sandy, Muskingum and other -tribu- 
:aries above Cincinnati. All sorts of 
reports come from Catlettsburg about 
rains in the Cumberland mountains of 
northeastern 
Kentucky, and 
from 


Huntington about heavy rains In the 
southern and eastern parts of West 
Virginia. At both of these places, as 
•well as at Ashland, Ironton, Ports- 
mouth and intermediate points, there 
is much uneasiness reported, and at 
some places they are preparing for 
the worst. 
On the Kentucky side the interrup- 


tion to mills., factories and business 
is not so great, but in proportion to 
the population, many more have been 
driven from their homes than on the 
Ohio side. In the Taylor bottoms, be- 
tween Newport and Bellevue. Ky., the 
water is up to the treetops and the 
streetcar lines are compelled to trans- 
fer tneir passengers for Bellevue and 
Dayton, Ky. The latter place is very 
largely inundated, and, owing to a 
ewell in the Licking river, it is esti- 
mated that about a square mile of 
Newport is inundated. 


The only loss of life reported so far 


has been from accidents. 
One man 


fell off a boat and was drowned, and 
another off a log raft near the public 
landing. A woman jumped from the 
suspension bridge, : evidently with in- 
tentional suicide. None of the bodies 
have been recovered, and their iden- 
tity is not known.

Istered over 58 feet and was still ris- 
Ing The rise continued later and the 
Btorm soon' increased.

Cuban Commission. 


Washington, April 25. — The presi- 


dent, the secretary of war and General 
Wood were in private conference with 
the Cuban commission. It is gathered 
that next to the subjects of coaling 
stations and the right of the United 
States to intervene in Cuba in the in- 
erests of peace and order, the Cubans 
attach most importance to the sub- 
ject of sugar duties. The commission 
is trying to secure a remission of the 
United States duty on Cuban sugar. 
It is suggested that if this can not be 
done at once, then the duty may be 
reduced gradually, reducing a percen- 
tage each year until the sugar is duty 
free. The president can not grant this 
request, as it involves,a change in the 
tariff laws, and therefor application 
must be had to congress. 


Work of a Madman. 


Portland; Me.. .April 25.—I, H. Far- 


nam of Boston, chief electrician of the 
New England Telephone company, was 
Instantly killed by George H. Brainerd 
.of rBoaton in the. company's building 
here. Brainerd. who is believed 
to 


have acted on an insane impulse, also 
fatally .shot James Wadsworth, an 
electrician of Lewiston. and Elmer 
Lane of Mechanics Falls, severely 
wounded Earle Buston of Springfield, 
Mass., and slightly wounded Deputy 
Marshal Fj-ith. The men -were engag- 
ed in making extensive alterations in 
the telephone exchange. Without a 
word of warning Brainerd drew a re- 
volver and began shooting.^ 


. Robbers Punished. 


Peking, April 25.—The international 


detachment of 800 men under Colonel 
Radford, which left Shan Hal Kwan 
to punish the force of Boxers and rob- 
bers that recently attacked the Indian 
troops, killing Major Browning, met 
the enemy in force, killing 50. Of the 
international detachment six British, 
two Japanese and one Frenchman 
were killed. The enemy fled into the 
mountains, but will be closely pursued. 
The body of Major Browning was re- 
covered. . 


Two Surrenders. 


London, Ky., April 25.—The latest 


reliable news from Letcher county is 
that two of the Reynolds gang have 
surrendered to the sheriff and that the 
rest are still in their fortified retreat 
and say that they will not surrender. 
There was some talk of the sheriff 
using dynamite to dislodge them, but 
the sheriff says he has no such inten- 
tions, and believes that there will be 
a full surrender in a few days. 


Mysterious Suicide. 


Houston, Tex., April 25. — Captain 


Frank Crossed of the British steam- 
ship Selma committed suicide in a 
lodging house here. He disappeared 
two weeks ago and his vessel sailed 
without him. He left no letters, al- 
though . a" considerable amount of 
money was found on his person.
